The long, almost siMu ed hear­ 
ing by the all-lawyer committee 
began at 9 a.m.

th eir tro(H)s out of Berlin. 
Alth ough th e foreign ministers 
of th is country, th e Soviet Union 
Britain and France h ad long meet­ 
ings last year to try to settle th e 
Berlin 
issue, 
Kh rush ch ev 
never 
permitted a settlement 
One th ing wh ich irked th e West 
was wh at sem ied to be a dead­ 
line laid down by Kh rush ch ev for 
th e Allies to get out of Berlin He 
later denied setting any deadline, 
and at Camp David h e agreed 
th ere sh ould be no fixed limR on 
th e negMiations 
It was only because h e did th at 
Eisenh ower agreed to meet with 
h im at th e summit Th e President 
toi^ th e position th at th e United 
States could not be th reatened by 
Kh rush ch ev into a summit meet­ 
ing 
Since th en, despite wh at may 
h ave seemed 
h ostile statements 
by both men, th e two actually 
h ave 
carefully 
avoided 
saying 


anyth ing wh ich would wreck th e 
summit meeting before it began. 
Every once in a wh ile Kh rush ­ 
ch ev, since h is visit h ere, h as said 
noth ing wh ich indicated h e migh t 
be ending h is peaceful period. 
But th e bouncy Soviet, in one 
way or anoth er, always managed 
to give bland assurance th at h e 
zealously desired th e most peace­ 
ful attitude by East and West be­ 
fore Pafis.

h ave been taken away from th em 
by th e dictatorsh ip of Fidel Castro, 
It is a way th at relies solely on 
moral force. 
Today th e people of Cuba are th e 
prisoners of a dictatorsh ip. Th ey 
are b e i ng denied freedom of 
speech , freedom of assembly and 
freedom of th e press. Th eir eco­ 
nomic future is in th e h ands of 
Communistic-mRided officials wh o 
are determined to satisfy th eir own 
lust for power. 
Being only 90 miles away from 
th e United States, th e Cuban peo­ 
ple are not h elpless. Th ey are 
th reatened with an economic sys­ 
tem th at takes away individual in­ 
itiative, alienates foreign capital 
and can bring economic ch aos, 
with all th e attendant h ardsh ips of 
unemployment but in th e United 
States th ere are millions of pecó le 
wh o want to see th e RepiRjlic of 
Cuba survive. 
How sh all th e Cuban people be 
assisted? 'Th ey do nM know 
th é 
truth of wh at is h appening inside 
th eir own country today. Th eir own 
government uses th e radio con­ 
stantly to insult th e government of 
th e United States, wh ich h as al­ 
ways been Cuba’s closest friend. 


THESE ATTACKS are answered, 
of course, ki th e press of th is coun­ 
try, but th e viewpoint of th e United 
States government is not broadcast 
with in Cuba. 
Fortunately, th e radio is a two- 
way system of communication Th e 
friends of Cuba in th e United States 
can be organized to carry on a 
constant flow of truth ful informa­ 
tion to th e Cuban Pe<^le. 
Th ey can be told wh at a danger­ 
ous situation exists wh en th e Unit­ 
ed States government is assailed 
and blamed for everyth ing, includ­ 
ing an accidental explosion of a 
munitions sh ip in Havana h arbor. 
Wh at wa.» th e purpose 
of th e 
Castro government in bringing mu­ 
nitions to Cuba? Nobody is th reat­ 
ening to attack th e island and, if 
any oth er nation did try R, th e 
United States would gladly employ 
its forces to prevent such an in­ 
vasion frwn being successful Th ere 
is no need for more arm ament in­ 
side Cuba. 
President Eisenh ower, in h is re­ 
port to th e American people on 
Tuesday nigh t, made th is same 
point, as follows: 
“Many persons do not realize th e 
United States is just as commRted 


as are th e oth « * republics to th e 
principles of th e Rio Treaty of 1947 . 
“Th is treaty declares th at an at­ 
tack on one American republic will 
in effect be an attack 
oti all. We 
stand firaily by th is commitment. 
“Th is mutual security system, 
proved by time, sh ould now enable 
some of th e American republics to 
reduce expenditures for armaments 
and th us make funds available for 
constructive purposes.” 


THERE IS NEED, h owever, for 
th e millions of people inside Cuba 
to be made aware of th e dangers 
th ey face if th e Castro government 
continues its h igh -h anded dictator­ 
sh ip. No regime can last Itmg with ­ 
out th e acquiescence of th e people 
of any country. Cuba h as h ad many 
dictatorsh ips in th e past and Cas­ 
tro’s successful revolution was sup­ 
posed to be different from th e rest 
It h as not turned out th at way. No 
mention,' for instance, 
is being 
made nowadays of th e h olding of 
any elections at wh ich th e people 
of Cuba would be able to ch oo.se 
th eir own government. One man 
and h is Communistic coh orts rule. 
With out mentioning Cuba, Presi­ 
dent Eisenh ower made th is pointed 
statement in h is latest speech : 
“We believe in th e righ t of peo­ 
ples to ch oose th eir own form of 
government, to build th eir own in­ 
stitutions, to abide by th eir own 
ph ilosoph y. But if a tyrannical form 
of government were imposed from 
outside or with outside support — 
by force, th reat or subversioA — 
we would certainly deem th is to 
be a violation of th e policy <rf non­ 
intervention and would expect th e 
organization of American states, 
acting under several solemn cwu- 
mitments, to take appropriate col­ 
lective action.” 
To enable th e Cuban people to 
learn th e wh ole truth , radio sta­ 
tions in th e south ern part 
o f th is 
country can be utilized to convey 
information to th e island Funds ?or 
th is will no doubt be forth coming 
from freedom-lovnng citizens of th e 
United States and many countries 
in Latin America.

It seems a pretty good bet both 
Eisenhower and Khrushchev will 
continue to avoid anything which 
looks like threat or anger before 
the summit meeting. There are a 
couple of good reasons for that: 
1. It's possible, although perhaps 
unlikely, that something good can 
come out of the Paris meeting. 
2. It would be bad propaganda 
for the United States or the Soviet 
Union—since the whole world is 
hoping for some solutions at the 
summit—to throw a broken bottle 
through the window. 


What to do about Cuba? How can 
a people in bondage be rescued? 
Years ago the short answer would 
have been to land ^Urines in order 
to “protect the 
lives and prop­ 
erty of Ameri­ 
cans ” 
But 
t h a t 
formula 
em­ 
phasizes 
mili­ 
tary force. It 
impairs the in­ 
dependence of 
peoples 
Mid, 
when the Mos­ 
cow r e g i rn e David Lawrence 
did this in Hungary, the armed In­ 
tervention outraged the world. No 
such 
program 
would 
be coun­ 
tenanced now in Cuba, and should­ 
n't be. 
There Is. however, a way to re­ 
store to the people of Cuba the in­ 
dependence and freedom 
which 
have been taken away from them 
by the dictatorship of Fidel Castro. 
It is a way that relies solely on 
moral force. 
Today the people of Cuba are the 
prisoners of a dictatorship. They 
are b e i n g denied freedom of 
speech, freedom of assembly and 
freedom of the press. Their eco­ 
nomic future is in the hands of 
Communistic-minded officials who 
are determined to satisfy their own 
lust for power. 
Being only 90 miles away from 
the United States, the Cuban peo­ 
ple are not helpless. They are 
threatened with an economic sys­ 
tem that takes away individual in­ 
itiative. alienates foreign capital 
and can bring economic chaos, 
with all the attendant hardships of 
unemployment but in the United 
States there are millions of people 
who want to see the Republic of 
Cuba survive. 
How shall the Cuban people be 
asaisted? They do not know th* 
truth of what is happening inside 
their own country today. Their own 
government uses the radio con­ 
stantly to insult the government of 
the United States, which has al­ 
ways been Cuba’s closest friend. 


THESE ATTACKS arc answered, 
of course, tai the press of this coun­ 
try, but the viewpoint of tho United 
States government is not broadcast 
within Cuba. 
Fortunately, the radio is a two- 
way system of communication. The 
friends of Cuba in toe United States 
can bs organised to carry on a 
constant flow of truthful informa­ 
tion to the Cuban People. 
They can be told what a danger­ 
ous situation exists when the Unit­ 
ed States government is assailed 
and blamed for everything, includ­ 
ing an accidental explosion of a 
munitions ship in Havana harbor. 
What was the purpose of the 
Castro government in bringing mu­ 
nitions to Cuba? Nobody is threat­ 
ening to attack the island and, if 
any other nation did try ta, the 
United States would gladly employ 
its forces to prevent such an in­ 
vasion from being successful. There 
is no need for more armament in­ 
side Cuba. 
President Eisenhower, in his re­ 
port to the American people on 
Tuesday night, made this same 
' point, as follows: 
“Many persons do not realize the 
United States is just as committed 


as are the other republica to tha 
principles of the Rio Treaty of 1947. 
“This treaty declares that an at­ 
tack on one American republic will 
in effect be an attack on all. We 
stand firmly by this commitment. 
“This mutual security system, 
proved by time, should now enable 
some of the American republics to 
reduce expenditures for armaments 
and thus make funds available for 
constructive purposes.” 


THERE IS NEED, however, for 
the millions of people inside Cuba 
to be made aware of the dangers 
they face if the Castro government 
continues its high-handed dictator­ 
ship. No regime can last long with­ 
out the acquiescence of the people 
of any country. Cuba has had many 
dictatorships in the past and Cas­ 
tro’s successful revolution was sup­ 
posed to be different from the rest 
It has not turned out that way. No 
mention,1 for instance, is being 
made nowadays of the holding of 
any elections at which the people 
of Cuba would be able to choose 
their own government. One man 
and his Communistic cohorts rule. 
Without mentioning Cuba, Presi­ 
dent Eisenhower made this pointed 
statement in his latest speech: 
“We believe in the right of peo­ 
ples to choose their own form of 
government, to build their own in­ 
stitutions, to abide by their own 
philosophy. But if a tyrannical form 
of government were imposed from 
outside or with outside support — 
by force, threat or subversion — 
we would certainly deem this to 
be a violation of the policy of non­ 
intervention and would expect the 
organization of American states, 
acting under several solemn com­ 
mitments, to take appropriate col­ 
lective action.” 
To enable the Cuban people to 
learn the whole truth, radio sta­ 
tions in the southern part of this 
country can be utilized to convey 
information to the island Funds Tor 
this will no doubt be forthcoming 
from freedom-loving citizens of the 
United States and many countries 
in Latin America. 


IT IS IMPORTANT that every 
country in this hemisphere be in­ 
formed on how Communist infiltra­ 
tion operates and on how to get n <1 
of Communistic influence once it 
takes hold, as it has today in Cuba. 
Radio Voices of Freedom, ex­ 
pressed in the Spanish language, 
would have the support of all 
liberty - loving persons in this 
hemisphere. Such 
a 
movement 
should not be related in any way 
to the jottings of certain exiles 
with a selfish purpose to serve. 
There are various dictatorships 
in some countries to the south of 
us but none bas imperilled its own 
international relationships as baa 
the dictatorship in Havana. 
It would be a triumph for reason 
as against military force if the peo­ 
ple of Cuba could be given the 
facts about what ia happening in 
their own country. They should 
learn the risks that are involved 
as their present government scares 
away the tourist trade, confiscates 
property, causes investors to turn 
away from Cuba and generally de­ 
moralizes the economy of a coun­ 
try for whose independence many 
Americans gave their jives in the 
war with Spain nearly 62 years 
ago.
